Pao , the Chine se Communist government considers the I Kuan Tao a subversive 
organization. The paper stated that this is a Buddhist society, called 
the religion of continuity $ that its leader was CHANG Kuang-pi; and that 
it was variously known by the following names; T'ien Tao, K’ung Meng Tao, 
Chen Tao, Sien Tien Tao, Er Kuan Ta,o, Kung Ming Tao, Sin Li Tao, Pai 
7&hg Tao, Tien Kung Tao, Shin Hsen Tao (sic). According to information 
available in May 1952, Chinese Nationalist Military authorities had forbidden 
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soldiers to join the I Kuan Tao or the T'ien Ti Tao because they lowered the 
morale of the troops. One sub-section of the Fourth Section of the Political 
Department of the Chinese Nationalist army was investigating units of the 
Nationalist army to weed out soldiers who had joined either one of the 
societies , Apparently some form of the I Kuan Tao is found in both Communist 
and Nationalist areas. 
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
